Having fenced and w atered a suitable 
meadow, they proceed to sow it with 
leeches by scattering them broad­ 
cast on the land from s a c k s contain­ 
ing 15,000 leaches each. 
VII that is 
now necessary is to provide for tho 
crop plenty of water and plenty of 
blood. The usual method of provid­ 
ing the latter was to drive old horses 
and cattie into 
the inclosure; but 


s o m ettanes fresh blood from a slaugh­ 
terhouse Was supplied. 
M hen re­ 
quired, the 
leeches are 
caught by 
th rowing a frosh sheepskin into tho 
water. 
When the skin is taken out 
hundreds 
of 
leeches 
are 
found 
clinging to it; but a more primitive 
custom, and one still employed 
by 
collectors, is to wide in 
tho water 
and allow the leeches to fix upon the 
bare legs. 
Miss Mary Kingsley, in her “Tra 
vels in West Africa.” 
relates that 
once, passing through a deep swamp, 
which reached to their chins, they 
all got horribly infested with leeches, 
having a frill of them 
arond their 
necks like astrakhan

•carts that soldiers and workmen are 
sometimes fatally weakened by the 
minute but persistent blood-letting.

and In this way Faneuil became rich. 
H aring no children to whom he could 
leave his wealth, he willed It to the 
city of Boston to build Faneuil Hall. 
The Jolly Bachelor was attacked by 
the blacks on the African coast finally 
and was salvaged by a man named 
Burchell. 
The settlement of the salv­ 
age question was brought into Hie 
Newport courts after Faneuil’s death.

Very few farmer boys are ad 
dieted to the cigarette habit 
That form of slow suicide seenu 
to be specially adapted 
to th( 
weak mental 
condition 
of th* 
smart, pretty, sweet boy 
of th* 
town and city. 
It is fortunate 
for the farmer boy and his conn 
try that he does not smoke cigar 
ettes. The farm must continu 
ally supply brains and energy 
and stamina to the cities and it 
could not do this if the farmer 
boy smoked the brain stealing 
cigarette. Tile twenty sixth na 
tional conference of charities and 
corrections was in session in Gin 
cinnati last week. The section 
on reformatories and 
industrial; 
schools was addressed by George 
Torrence of Pontiac, Ills., super j 
Internment of the Illinois state re 
formal ory, on “The Relation of 
the Cigarette to Crime.” After 
reciting Ilia experience with boys 
coming to his institution, Mr. 
Torrence said; “I am sure cigar 
ettes are destroying and making 
criminals of more of them than 
the saloons ” In his reformatory 
now there are 278 boys. “Of 63, 
averaging 12 years of age, 58 
were cigarette smokers; of 133, 
averaging 14 years of age, 126 
were cigar* tte smokers; of 82, 
averaging 15 years, 73 were cig­ 
arette smokers.” 
This is certain 
ly a terrible indictment of the cig­ 
arette. Should not the W. C. T. 
U. women devote more of their 
energy to the cigarette than to the 
saloon? We notice that the corn 
cob pipe seems to be the favorite 
among farmers. 
It is not pretty, 
but if one must smoke he would 
best use the corn cob pipe. At 
all events it is far less hurtful 
than the cigarette or nine-tenths 
of the cigars sold
